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fourth cylindrical pinion (5) which is mounted to rotate with the first shaft, the sets of 
teeth of the third cylindrical pinion and the fourth / cylindrical pinion having the same 
number of teeth and the same diameter, a dodble-toothed face gear (38) mounted 
between and respectively meshing with thysets of teeth of the third cylindrical pinion 
and the fourth cylindrical pinion, the doable-toothed face gear being able to rotate 
about a second shaft which forms an/angle with the first shaft, wherein the double- 
toothed face gear (38) is provided l/with coupling teeth (39) for slideably coupling the 
rotation of the double-toothed face gear (38) to the rotation of the second shaft, and 
the direction of the coupling teeth being perpendicular to a plane of the coupling teeth 
of the double-toothed face gear. 

8. The gear transmission as claimed in claim 1, wherein the cylindrical pinions (5,6) 
are helically toothed, and the first and second cylindrical pinions have the same 
direction as the third and fourth cylindrical pinions when mounted on the same shaft.
